Dear Ms. Brandon: 

The attached Receipt and Acknowledgment indicates that there are material factual 
inaccuracies in the presentence report. 

Specifically, Mr. Bullock has only one prior felony conviction for a crime of violence or 
controlled substance offense. Paragraphs 21, 23, 38, and 101 should be changed t0[tal<:e into 
account this fact. 

The conviction noted in paragraph 34 for assault against a family member is not a felony 
crime of violence and should not be used to qualify Mi\ Bullock as a career offender. Also, Mr, 
Bullock was convicted of this offense after he committed the instant offense. Thus, even if it 
were a felony crime of violetice^ it could not be used to qualify Mr. Bullock tis a career offender. 

Given that Mr. Bullock is not a career offender, his offense level should be reduced to 32, 
and adjusted downward by tlu-ee levels for his acceptance of responsibility to level 29, 

Paragraph 29 should not include any points pursuant to U.S.S.G. §4A1 .2(c)(1) because 
probation of one year was not imposed and there was no term of imprisonment im] 



Paragraph 36 reports that Mr. Bullock was under a criminal justice sentence for the case 
listed in paragraph 33. There is no evidence that Mr. Bullock was under such a sentence at the 
time of his instant offense. Thus, points allocated under U.S.S.G, §4ALl(d) should be subtracted 
from Mr. Bullock's criminal history score. If you can share information with me that confirms 
that Mr. Bullock was on supeivision or probation at the time of the instant offense, I will 
withdraw this objection. 

Given flie above reductions to Mr. Bidlock's criminal history score noted above, he has a 
total of 12 points in Ms criminal hisloiy and falls into cri^ninal history category IVj Given an 
offense level of 29, Mr, Bullock faces a sentencing guideline range of 140-175 months. 
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Lastly, as a minor matter, Mr, Bullock does not agree with the statement attributed to in 
paragraph % in which he is alleged to have said, '% was telling her that I should not have brought 
this with me. I knew it was not smart." The Court accepted Mr, Bullock's representation during 
his guilty plea that he never made such a statement.
